This coming Wednesday we have 
Gatherings of Grace (GOG) from 6:00-8:15 
p.m. and the topic is Bible 101. Again, GOG 
is for everyone is the parish community; so 
that we may truly be formed and changed into 
the Body of Christ together. 

This past year I have been working my way 
through Maria Harris book Fashion Me a 
People: Curriculum in the Church, which is 
one of the foundational texts for 
intergenerational faith learning. This model 
has been good for our parish, I believe, and 
yet has challenged all of us to grow and to 
take greater responsibility for our faith 
development and the cementing the Christian 
memory deeper into our hearts that we may 
never forget our call of discipleship. 

I would like to share a quote from Harris’ 
book. “The truth of our baptism and 
confirmation is confronting us regularly, and 
we are beginning to see that being 
incorporated into this people carries 
responsibilities with it. No longer is it enough 
to be passive members, receiving a word told 
to us by someone else, filing that word away 
to be taken out for a reading now and then. No 
longer is it enough to leave the work of the 
church to pastors and ordained leaders, as if 
total responsibility was theirs. Instead, we are 
realizing that the word of God is addressing 
us, saying something to us, making demands 
on us, and asking us to live that word in our 
lives. We are a people called by the gospel, 
called to make a difference in our world.”

Scripture 

■ But the serpent said to the woman: 
"You certainly will not die! No, God 
knows well that the moment you eat 
of it your eyes will be opened and you 
will be like gods who know what is 
good and what is evil." (Genesis 
3:4b,5) 

■ For if by the transgression of the one, 
the many died, how much more did 
the grace of God and the gracious gift 
of the one man Jesus Christ overflow 
for the many. (Romans 5:15) 

■ At that time Jesus was led by the 
Spirit into the desert to be tempted by 
the devil. He fasted for forty days and 
forty nights, and afterwards he was 
hungry. The tempter approached and 
said to him, "If you are the Son of 
God ... (Matthew 4:l-3a) 

Reflection 

■ How are you tempted? 

■ The seven deadly sins are pride, envy, 
anger, sloth, avarice (greed), gluttony 
and lust. Who is injured by these 
“deadly sins?” 

■ How do these sins turn something 
good (food and appetite) into 
something physically and spiritually 
damaging (gluttony)? 

■ How are we tempted in human 
weakness and how does God’s love 
and grace help us overcome human 
weakness? 

■ Is admitting a weakness the first step 
to healing? 

For each person the movement away 
from the threat of enslavement to the 
capital sins will involve growth in some 
basic virtues: humility that recognizes 
god as the basic healer; patience with 
one’s own gradual but steady journey 
towards holiness; and compassion for the 
weakness of others. Although the 
complex reality that is sin cannot easily 
be fit into seven specific categories, the 
survival of capital sins as a spiritual 
theme points to the presence of patterns 
of evil that threaten to dissipate life in 
any age. 1
